Report of Board of Health 


For the year just past we have been free from any epidemic 
of disease, although there were one or two cases of Scarletina 
in the early spring, the contagion being brought from outside 
and the outbreak confined to the first cases seen in the town. 

There have been a few complaints made to this board and 
investigated, and the matter in each case settled on being brought 
to the notice of the party in fault without the necessity of our 
taking formal action. While we have several times called the 
attention of the citizens to the law in regard to contagious dis- 
eases and the necessity of keeping children having these, out of 
school, we find that there are some who do not yet seem to under- 
stand that this regulation applies to all cases of a contagious 
nature whether dangerous or not. 

The only thing to be decided is whether the child is suffering 
from some malady or trouble which can be communicated to 
others. If so he or she should be kept at home until all danger 
of spreading the trouble is over. 

Also all such cases should be reported to the Board of Health. 
We are glad to say that there seems to be, on the part of nearly 
all, a disposition to heartily co-operate with this board and a 
disposition to carry out the suggestions and recommendations 
made.
